H arry H. Brainerd, director of 
the Revenue D epartm ent’s Bu­ 
reau of Traffic Safey, said last 
F ebruary that even with the

Walterick said that Williams 
began by clearing an area along 
Route 13. 
Vilation of the ordinance calls 
for a fine of not m ore than $25 
and costs of prosecution.

F^ach day’s continuance of the 
offense shall constitute a new 
offense, according 
to the or 
ainance. 
In part, the ordinance states
